MORE EGGS ARE 
BEING HANDLED 


IN SOUTH AREA 


CALGARY, April 3—Eggs hendled 
by the Southern Egg Producers’ 
Association in 1938, were 326 per 
cent more than in 1987, it was re- 
ported at the second annual meeting 
here yesterday. 

Last year 1,050,327 eggs were han- 
dled by the co-operative marketing 
organization. The first three months 
of 1939 show an increase in volume 
of 63 per cent over the same period 
of- 1938. Already the 1939 business 
has exceeded thatdone in the whole 
year of 1937, the first year of oper- 
ations.

Your Health 


Most school children will be hav- 
ing a short vacation either this 
week or next, on account of the 
Easter holidays. This provides an 
excellent chance to have the young- 
sters examined. I believe that most 
of you wil] agree that your child's 
greatest gift is the gift of good 
health. . 

We can not very well get away 
from the fact that the most im- 
portant thing the child has to do 
is to build a strong, healthy body. 
A childhood spent in developing a 
healthy body is indee profitable. 
It pays, not only during the grow- 
ing years, but in the benefits which 
will remain all the years that the 
child is grown. 

Many of the sick people who are 
today coming to me as patients are 
able to look back and see where 
their present troubles started dur- 
ing childhood. By taking care of 
the first breaks in health during 
childhood, we prevent many of the 
big breakdowns later on, which 
are the ones which interfere the 
most with normal living and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

Even the child who is apparently 
healthy needs to have his physical 
condition checked over at least 
once a year. The child who shows 
any sign of sickness, or who has 
developed one of the chronic dis- 
order affecting children, needs that 
physical check-over even more. 

Most of the children’s diseases 
may be prevented bLy careful 
habits of eating as the child's re- 
sistance to disease is very often 
influenced by his nutritional state. 

One of the things which should 
be carefully checked in the grow- 
ing chfld is the condition of the 
spine. If the child is round- 
shouldered he should receive 
postural exercises which will help 
him to straighten up. 

It is also a good plan to have the 
teeth checked by a dentist every 
six months. You will best protect 
your child from costly dental work 
in later life by taking care of the 
teeth he has now. : 

Many youngsters are suffering 
from eyestrain, or are suffering 
from headache or fatigue coming 
from eye defects, without the par- 
ents knowing the true situation 
‘The child does not know that he 
is not seeing properly, but must 
depend upon the parents to protect 


the eyesight.

Losses sustained by Alberta farm- | 
ers through drouth and frost may 
eventually be reduced = through 
scientific wheat breeding, declared 
Dr. K. W. Neatby of the field crops 
department of the University of Al- 
berta over the week-end. 

The farmer can reduce his losses 
due to diseases, insects, drouths and 
frost by adopting approved cultural 
practices and by growing pure 
stocks of recommended varieties of 
wheat | 

About 10 varieties of wheat are 
recommended, but each has one or 
more defects. It is up to the wheat 
breeder to overcome the.e defects 
Plant breeders at the university 
concentrate on the problems offer- 
ed by drouth and frost, he said | 

Rapid changes in the composition | 
of the western wheat crop are re- 
sulting from the combined activi- 
ties of the Canadian plant breeders

Bake in oven 350 de- 
grees F. for 30 minutes. Frost with 
chocolate icing. 


OATMEAL COOKIES 


(No egg) 

Cookies, and good ones, find a 
welcome in the egg-allergy group. 

One-half cup raisins, 1 cup rolled 
oats, % cup sugar, % cup shorten- 
ing, % cup milk, % teaspoon soda, 
% teaspoon nutmeg (if allergic to 
Spice, omit. nutmeg), % teaspoon 
salt, 1 cup cake flour, % teaspoon 
vanilla (if allergic to vanille, juice 
of “% lemon may be substituted).

HOW TO USE 
SUBSTITUTE FLOURS 

Any recipe containing wheat flour 
may be used by substitution; 1% 
cups rolled oats for 1 cup wheat 
flour. 

Three-quarter cup potato, rice, 
buckwheat, cornmeal or soy bean 
flour for 1 cup wheat flour. 

One-half cup cornstarch for 1 cup 
wheat flour. 

Combinations of substitutes pro- 
duce better results than a single 
substitute. 

All substitutes require longer and 
slower baking than wheat flour 
products. 

Batters and doughs may seem too 
thin or too thick. When mixture is 
baked, however, product will be 
satisfactory. 

Potato water, saved from boiling 
potatoes, makes bread lighter than 
plain water. ° 

In using cornmeal and rolled oats, 
scald, after measuring. 

Sauces may be thickened with egg 
yolk instead of wheat, using 1 egg 
yolk to % cup liquid. 

To thicken custard 1 tablespoon 
of cornstarch to each % cup liquid 
may be used instead of flour. 

In dredging chicken, use corn- 
flakes. 

To thicken vegetables, use corn- 
starch. 

Thicken fruit pies by using 1 
tablespoon tapioca, if allergic 
flour, or 1 tablespoon gelatin to 
pint of mixture.

Metz had an assist and two easy 
goals in the last minute of the game 
when Royals had yanked Goalie 
Romeo (Patsy) Seguin for a sixth 
forward. 

O'Flaherty's first goal, the one by 
Inglis, Metz’ first tally and Drap- 
per’s score came while Royals were 
playing Short-handed through pen- 
alties.

When duties of members of the 
board were divided early in 1938, 
Mr. Hayes was allotted to the pub- 
licity section and he served as the 
director of board publicity until
